In the right ſpde, as Philcſophcrs w2yte, 
tvcth alwape the man chylde,in the left the wooman 
childe. And to knowe whether the coception be male 
92 female thei bydde to marke whether it mcne mote 
on the righte ſpde then the lcfte , fo2 then it is a man, 
Jfon the lefte moze,thcnon-the right fpde., then it is 
a wooman : and fo2 that cauſe alſo1is to be noted the 
two bzeftes , the righte and the lefte: pf the right be

it beginneth to come to ſome faſhion: then in the.rviit. 
daypes folowpnge the face and other pzincipall mens, 
b!es begynne to growe in to a full ſhape and fo:me, 
in longitude , latitude ,and p2ofundite, In the reffo2 
the tyine vnto the byzth it is confozted and p2cpared 
to come foo;the:the whiche manve times chafiſeth in 
the vit.monecth and the chpld pzoneth and doth verye 
wel: but in the.vui.moneth few o2 none p2oue, Abont 
the latter ende of the ir.againe, tf it bc bozne , it p20« 
ueth vcerye well , that is the moſte commone conrlre, 
xi. weakes after the conception. The mancr how the 
chylde lyeth in the moothers woombe.,ts this: the face 
lycth oft bothe the knces, both thc handes bepnge be- 
fwene the face and the knees: afterſuche maner that 
the noſe dependeth betwene the knees , and ether of 
the eyes on ether of the knees: ſo lyeth it rounde in 
mancr , and the face towarde the inwarde parte of 
the woombe: and this partly baue 3 ſhcwed pou of 
the operation of the matrice,

Lhe woombe ts called in Laten Matrhx as it weare 
Mater (that is) a moother: fo2 as mnche as all beaffcs 
p20ccade onte of that as bozne of a moother, It han- 
geth betwene the ſplen and the bladder:but ſomwhat 
bigher then the bladder, The botome and holownefe 
thcrof, is extended vnto the naucl : and itts the place 
of the firſt maſſe of concepticn calted Embrior, 

Lhe right ſydc 02 goulfe of the matrics , wherin 
male childzen are begotten. 

The lefte goulfe of the matrice , wherin female 
childzen arc begztten, 

The mouthe o2 cnterance of the matrice, which i 
vncloſed in the woozke of natural generation and re- 
ceaueth the ſcede of man, And after conception , ſo 
ftreyghtly cleſeth it ſelfe , that the poynte of a needle, 
can not entcr into it. Pet at times conuenient (that is 
to ſave , at the auoyI({ng of flourcs) it openeth it ſelf. 

Front henſe p2octadeth the ſeede of wooma in con- 
ccptton : and likewyſe the ſcedeof man. 

Thisis the diuiſion of the groat vapnes,p2oceding 
from thc liver to the harte: and agen from the hartc, 
paſſing thzough the ridge bone ofthe backe, wherito 
alſo the kydineys do cleaue. Fro henſe coome the vay- 

nes whcrbp the nicntrual bludde (fo2 lacke of natu- 
rallhcate engend2ed ofcrude and bndigeſt bludde) is 
conueyed into the matrice. |
